The greatest guerrilla action in history—one that has 

outwitted and outgamed seven Axis divisions and hundreds 

nf aera agents—is led by a tall, blond, sensitive, mando- 

lin-plaving Serb on whose delicately chisled head the Nazis 
e placed a price of $1,000,000. 

Be i s Draja Mihailovich, 47-year-old career officer whose 
well-groomed mustache and delicate features hide the grim 
resolution of, a patriot who refuses to be conquered in a 
conquered Jand. 

His “invisible army” of 100,000 men and women—ragged 
remnants of the crushed Yugoslav army, as well as peasants, 
clerks, soldiers of fortune and plain lovers of liberty—has 
cost the Nazis and Italians millions of dollars’ worth of ma- 
terial and thousands of picked troops. 

last October the Chetniks, as Mihailovich’s indomi- 
guerrillas are called, had caused the invaders so much 
woe that the Yugoslav puppet government, headed by the 
Quisliing Mulan Nedich, sent an emissary to Mihailovich’s 
evrie in the Sumadija mountains and pleaded for an armi- 
stice. This was the emissary of an invader who had flatly 
announced six months earlier that resistance in Yugoslavia 
had been crushed for all time! 


Torture Failed to Shake 
Allegiance of Followers 


Draja—as the lowliest of his men call him—rejected the 
Axis offer. His “invisible army” marched its ghostly way 
again, and in their rage over the successes of a foe who 
seemed supernatural the Nazi smeared their hands for all 
time with the blood of innocent Yugoslav nationals. 

When the Chetniks stalked and slaughtered a Nazi gar- 
rison at Shabatz, 50 miles from Belgrade, and then escaped 
from the mechanized division which rushed to the gar- 
risons aid, the Nazis butchered 20 neighboring villages in 
hope of killing Chetniks. A countless number of 
those slaughtered were tortured first, in an effort to wrest 
them the secret of Draja’s whereabouts. Many of 
these were members of the vast, country-wide espionage 
svstem he has painstakingly built. None squealed. 

Perhaps never in history has one man been able to in- 
spire a conquered nation as Draja has inspired his battered 
Balkan people. 

Incredible punishment has been meted out to the com- 
mon folk for the depredations of the Chetniks. 

Big cities, held by Axis forces, have been cut off from 
The country’s railroads and communication systems 
have been systematically sabotaged. 

The Germans bombard the natives incessantly with prop- 
aganda aimed at convincing them that their troubles spring 
from Draja.

High Command Transterred 
Rack to Yugoslavia 


Yugoslavia is the only country in baaenceupiert 
where the Axis still meets with organized armed opposition. 
Mihailovich’s men have even made sorties into Italy as far 
as Trieste and Fiume. 

By a roval decree on June 10, Yugoslavia’s 19-year-old 

Peter, who has been visiting the United States, pro- 
ciaimed Mihailovich minister of war and chief of staff. 

By that act, the high command of Yugoslavia’s mili- 

forces, was Officially transferred back from exile in 
‘airo to “somewhere in Yugoslavia” where Mihailovich has 
his headquarters—and the little Balkan nation became the 
irst and only Nazi-occupied country to have its war min- 
ster and chief of staff actually operating on its own soil. 

Mihailovich’s kingdom is 23,000 square miles of- wild 
mountainous territory into which no enemy can: set foot 
with an assurance of remaining alive. The area is called 
the “Island of Freedom.” It issues its own passports, has 
its own form of democratic government, its own communi- 
cations and road-marking systems and a newspaper named 
Borba (The Fight). 

It is a land of dizzy heights, stark ravines and caves in 
which Draja and his nondescript fellow patriots plot the 
ceeds which have sorely harassed the invaders. 


Fills Military Needs 
From Enemy’s Supplies

Upon her re- 
urn to this country recently, Ruth Mitchell, sister of the 
ate Brigadier General Billy Mitchell, who lived-in Yugo- 
siavia before her capture by the Germans, revealed that 
women Chetniks “are just as fierce and active and just as 
brave as their men.” 

The American woman, who spent months in Nazi concen- 
tration camps, estimated that 2,000 Serbian women were 
serving in front-line fighting. 7 

“Fhe women fight with anything available,” she said. 
“They do hand-to-hand fighting with cold steel. Their cour- 
age is just as unbelievably great as that of their men.”

MOSCOW, Monday, July 27.—German troops have bridged 
the lower Don river in their steady drive into the Caucasus, 
and have penetrated deeper into Rostov behind swarms of 
Nazi tanks, the Russians acknowledged early today. 

Soviet artillerymen fighting des-? 


perately from the southern bank 
of the Don in the Tsimlyansk area 
120 miles east of Rostov hurled 
tons of explosives into the Ger- 
mans on the north bank, but dis- 
patches said at least two Nazi 
bridgeheads were established. 


An early morning war bulletin | 


said nine of these pontoon bridges 
were smashed, spilling Nazi troops,

Nazis Ignore Losses. 

“In the Rostov area fierce fight- 
ing Is raging in the outskirts of 
"a midnight communique 
Said. 

“Our troops are inflicting heavy 
losses on the attacking enemy 
forces. One small group of So- 
viet infantry alone in one dav 
with antitank guns, machineguns 
and incendiary bottles destroyed 
nine German tanks and killed 
hundreds of Hitlerites. 

“In another sector the enemy 
hurled large tank forces into bat- 
tle.

Despite press dispatches telling 
of German crossings of the Don 
of Rostov, the communique 
said the Red army still was fight- 
ing stubbornly at Novocherkassk, 
20 miles northeast of Rostov, and 
at Tsimlyansk, 120 miles to the 
east. This implied there was little 
chang@ in the situation. 

Heavy Blows Inflicted. 

Of the Tsimlyansk area _. the 
communigue said: “Our troops 
continue to fight stubborn defen- 
repelling mumerous 
German attempts to cross to the 
southern banks of the Don. 

“Our gunners are _ inflicting 
heavy blows on the enemy.” 

But the Russians said the Ger- 
mans were moving up fresh divi- 
sions to the imperilled Don. Two 
of these, the 7lst and 346th, came 
from France and Holland, the 
communique said. 

Soviet airmen and antiaircraft 
gunners attempting to slow the 


'German tide were credited with 


destroying 299 Nazi planes in the 
week ending Saturday. A large 
Red air force last night also bomb- 
ed Koenigsberg in German East 
Prussia, far from the critical Ros- 
tov scene. 

Situation More Alarming. 

At the upper end of the long 
Don front in the Voronezh region 
the Soviets said tReitr troops still 
were gaining ground against the 
Germans. 

But despite this steady sapping 
of German strength, the Soviet 
urmy newspaper, Red Star, said 
frankly that the situation was 
more alarming on the lower Don 
thun yesterday. 

Ten times the Germans hurled

FOURTH TERM WASHINGTON, July 26.—Developments in 
the New York gubernatorial campaign have 
afforded a back-drop for the first open admission in inner circles 
of the New Deal that President Roosevelt’s nomination for a 

fourth term is now a foregone conclusion. 
Whether the war is still in progress in 1944 or rot, these New 
Deal sources are now saying, Mr. Roosevelt’s 
renomination at the hands of his party is a 

certainty: 

Heretofore war events and the remoteness 
of 1944 from the immediate scene have made 
all discussion of the coming Presidential cam- 
paign premature. It was only after maneuver- 
ings in the New York Governorship race began 
to take on a Presidential cast that the subject 
came into the open. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s friends did not inject them- 
selves into the Governorship contest until it 
became apparent that James A. Farley, former 
Democratic national chairman, who broke with 
the President on the third-term issue, had all 
but foreclosed the situation in favor of his own 
hand-picked candidate—State Attorney John J. 
Bennett Jr. 

As New York state chairman, the only po- 
litical post he now holds, Mr, Farley, working 

quietly, had just about sewed up the nomination for Mr. Bennett. 
New Dealers then stepped into the breach with the candidacy of 
Senator James M. Mead, a staunch adiministration supporter before 
and after Pearl Harbor, and the fat was in the fire. 


DISTRUST OF FARLEY What prompted the action of the 


New Dealers was their distrust of 
Mr. Farley. Having bolted the President’s candidacy for a third 
term in 1940, they could not rely on him to go along with plans 
for a fourth term nomination in 1944, If he were allowed to elect 
his own candidate for Governor this would mean that he would 
control the big New York block of votes at the next Democratic 
national convention. 


The New Dealers make no bones about their intentions. Their 
reasoning is somewhat as follows: If the war is still going on there 
will be a demand for maintaining the present continuity of na- 
tional administrations. If victory has been won the problems of 
world peace will be so closely related to those of war that Mr. 
Roosevelt will have to finish the job. 

It is inconceivable, they say, that his task could be ended by 1944. 


The President himself is said to have accepted this appraisal 
of the situation and is prepared to offer no resistance to the 
program. Who, his followers are asking, would be better suited 
to carry on the responsibilities of war or peace? 

What the New Dealers are now saying openly has been a matter 
of only vague speculation heretofore. Future events seemed too 
hazy to warrant any sérious discussion of what the Presidential 
situation might be two years from now. 

It is obvious, however, that the ad-

vance thinking of the New Dealers 


fits perfectly into the future scheme of things in so far as they 
may he visualized at this time. Barring some disaster te the 
Allied cause which cannot be foreseen, Mr. Roosevelt seems 
destined to break another precedent. It is inconceivable that his 
party can deny him the nomination for a fourth term. 


And master political strategist that he is, it is inconceivable 
that he could lose enough favor with the American people by then 
to bring about his defeat. He thus seems irrevocably headed for 
an unprecedented fourth term as chief executive of the nation. 


Peace will come with the final victory the Allied nations are 
determined to win, but not an immediate adjustment of the com- 
plicated problems of peace. Ending of the war seems certain to 
be followed by the greatest economic upheaval in all history. The 
problem of restoring world economy to a_ peaceful commercial 
basis will be equal in importance to winning the war. 


The New Dealers say that only Mr. Roosevelt has the necessary 
experience and world grasp of affairs that will be needed to guide 
us through the immediate years of peace. Consequently, they 


assert, he will be renominated by acclamation in due course. 
Long-range prophesies are always dangerous, but there are 


few political observers today who are willing to make any other 
appraisal of the 1944 situation.

So I feel qualified to urge boys of 16 or 17 not to let their 
martial ardor make them thoughtlessly cruel to their mothers, 
I was that kind of fool. 

When I left home at 16, and lied about my age to get into the 
Army, it never once occurred to me that my going would cause 
Mother any suffering. I knew I was safe and sound, so why 
should she worry? 

No boy knows what he means to his mother—though I realized 
it vaguely when Father wrote me what Mother had done when the 
house caught afire. She had snatched a picture of me from the 
mantel and calmly walked out, leaving everything else to burn— 
though it didn’t. ) 

By the goodness of God, I still have my mother to cherish. but 
I still feel guilty when I think of the anxiety and heartache: I 
caused her when I was a kid. Nothing ever pays for that. 

If you yearn to get into uniform and do your part to help save 
human freedom, I take off my hat to you. eYou will be fighting 
to save your mother as well as your country.

NEW YORK, July 26.—(#)— 
Twenty-seven thousand persons, 
mostly Jewish residents of Paris, 
have been rounded up and sent to 
concentration camps by the Ger- 
mans, according to reliable infor- 
mation reaching the Associated 
Press in New York, as a measure 
of increased pressure on the 
French to supply the Nazi war in- 
dustry with more skilled workers. 

The arrests were effected by the 
French police on orders from the 
Gestapo (German secret police), it 
was learned. The seizures, how- 
ever, aroused such’ resentment 
among the people of Paris that 
they now have been discontinued. 

Numerous suicides have been 
reported by persons who managed 
to delay police a few minutes be- 
fore they were to be taken into 
custody, Some of those threatened 
with arrest have thrown them- 
selves and their children from 
windows rather than submit, the 
sources. said. 

Similar roundup tactics have 
been prevented in unoccupied 
France but the demand for more 
laborers, in the opinion of some 
observers, might soon result in 
strong measures there. It has even 
been suggested that forced mobi- 
lization of workers might be de- 
manded by the Germans. 

So far about 18,000 workers 
have gone to Germany from Vichy 
alone, including 3,000 specialists, 
the latter of the greater interest to 
Germans and the only workers for 
whom war prisoners are ex- 
changed. 

The number of those who have 
gone to Germany is considerably 
below the number requested by 
the Germans and European dip- 
lomatic circles have predicted that 
some new action might be expect- 
ed within the next 10 days.

From Food

There is nothing a homemaker 
thrives on like appreciation. It has 
the same effect on the morale as 
vitamin Bl. SoI know you will 
like the compliment paid you at 
the annual meeting of the Home 
Economics Association in Boston. 
One of the main speakers said not 
to try to tell you homemakers too 
much about how to make ends 
meet, or to plan according to the 
family needs, because you know a 
lot more about such things than 
we do. And at that point the 
whole crowd of over 1,000 nutri- 
tionists expressed agreement with 
a spontaneous cheer. 


You got another enthusiastic pat 
on. the back from the association 
for the promptness with which you 
make practical use of the nutrition 
discoveries in the research labor- 
atories. 

It is the combination of heat, air 
and water that takes its toll in 
the preparation of food and the 
Home Economics Bureau in Wash- 
ington sums up the rules that wiil 
help you to control all three fac- 
tors in a new chart called “Get 
the Good Out of Food.” Check 
over the rules to see that you are 
not missing any tricks. 

For a tender roast, use an open 
pan and no water. Have the heat 
moderate, 300 to 350 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. You can tell by a meat 
thermometer when the roast is 
done. Do not overcook or you 
will lose the juice. To cook a 
tough cut of pot roast, brown first, 
be sparing with water, cover, and 
cook slowly but only until tender. 
Use the bony pieces for savory 
soup, stew or scrapple. Crack the 
bones and cook slowly. Cook only 
until tender. 

To get the good from poultry, 
wash quickly and do not soak. 
Roast tender birds at moderate 
temperature and simmer old birds 
until tender. 

Keep vegetables cool until you 
are ready to use them. Such 
vegetables as peas should be kept 
in nature’s covering until just De- 
fore you are ready to cook them. 
Such vegetables as cabbage should 
not be cut until you are ready 
to use them. Whenever possible, 
utilize the liquid, and serve as 
soon as cooked. Bake or boil po- 
tatoes in their jackets. Never add 
soda to any vegetable. When you 
serve canned vegetables, heat 
them quickly—they are already 
cooked—and use all the _ liquid, 
Start frozen vegetables to cook- 
ing while they are still frozen. 
Do not thaw them first. 

To get the good from fruit, use 
the fruit juice fresh. If you let 
it stand, keep it cold and tightly 
covered. It is better to cook ap-
